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Many technicians and vehicle owners are still under the impression that every time a vehicle is retrofitted from CFC-12 to R-134a refrigerant,
the compressor in the A/C system must be replaced. While compressors should always be replaced if they are damaged or leaking, vehicle
manufacturers don’t always recommend replacing compressors during the retrofit procedure if the compressor is in good shape.

Below is a table that shows the makes and models of passenger cars, minivans and light trucks for which vehicle manufacturers prescribe
compressor replacement during the retrofit procedure. Although the information in the table is based on technical service bulletins (TSBS)
issued by vehicle manufacturers, no vehicle manufacturer has reviewed this table, and EPA does not warrant or guarantee the accuracy of any
of this information. This information is being provided solely as a service for automotive technicians, who should rely on their experience and
judgment to determine the most appropriate steps in retrofitting each vehicle that comes into a service facility. This information is not meant to
replace the applicable TSB, which should be reviewed prior to commencing any retrofit procedure. Some TSBs specify an appropriate
replacement compressor; the number for this part can be obtained by contacting a dealer or reviewing the TSB.
